‘pound for a four-month-old fat 
lamb ‘that weighed 140 pounds, 
and, in his first fair experience at 
Tulare last year, showed 1st and 
grand champion and a second place 
fat lainb, took first with a range 
ewe and first with a cross-bred 
lamb, in addition to placing first 
in showmanship. 

Mr. and Mrs. Eldon Gunn, Por- 
terville ranchers, have been work- 
ing along with Tilford, Mr. Gunn, 
a former agricultural instructor, 
teaching him the fine points of 
livestock production and show- 
manship. Tilford has worked 
weekends on the Gunn ranch dur-

In;commenting on the brush 
burning program, Art Griswold, 
Springville, chairman of the coun- 
ty committee states,. “Nine~con-. 
trol brush burns on a total of 
16,000 acres have been planned 
for the improvement of foothill 
rangeland this year. Purpose of 
the burns is to remove worthless 
brush from foothill areas, then re- 
seed with forage grasses to in- 
crease livestock feed.” 

Some 200,000 acres of brush- 
land now exists in the foothill 
areas of Tulare county. Members 
of the range improvement commit- 
tee state that a valuable contri- 
bution to the agricultural econ- 
omy. of the county can be made 
by eliminating this brush and re- 
placing it with meat-producing 
forage grasses. 

Farm Advisor Ralph Worrell 
points out that the range improve- 
ment program is handled in the 


county by a committee of ranch- }a COOP. 


ers; the University of California 
Agricultural Extension service and 
the state division of forestry act 
in an advisory capacity. to assist 
in planning and conducting the 
controlled burns,

Mr. Bowker has established him- 
self.as one of. the leading pro- 
ducers of turkeys in the San Joa- 
quin valley, maintaining a breed- 
ing flock of from 1,000 to 1,100 
birds, 120 of which-are trap nest- 
ed, and raising annually 10,600 
to 11,000 turkeys for the commer- 
cial mafket. 

Through the U.S. R.0.P. pro- 
gram he ‘has constantly improved 
his breeding birds and this year 
he produced 70,000 eges and 
poults, most of which were sold 


to turkey raisers along the Tule 
river, from the Mt. Dennison coun- 
try. to the valley area. 


Mr. Bowker’s turkey flocks has 
been pullorum free since 1938; all 
eggs are certified pullorum,cléan. 
All birds are: vaccinated for fowl 
pox as a disease preventive meas- 
ure and-pens are laid out so that. 
all feeding. is. done from lanes 
without entering pens, thereby 
cutting down the. chance of dis- 
ease spreading if an outbreak does” 
occur.

the ‘Senate Interim ~ Committee on 
Fish and Game that contributed 
much of the investigation and 
study that went into the framing 
of the new law. 

The Tulare county senator also 
noted that a recent ruling by the 
State Supreme court holding that 
the legislature retains final dau- 
thority in fish and game policies. 
was perhaps the key to the suc- 
cessful outcome of the reorganiza- 
tion bill. 

The legislature’s authority was 
challenged in opinions by the At-. 
torney General but the case was 
immediately taken to court with’ 
the backing of the senate, and the 
attorney general was overruled.’ 
This decision paved the way for 
final legislative action on the 
measure. 


State Senator J. Howard Wil- 
liams. of Porterville this week, de- 
scribed the fish and game reorgan- 
ization bill, signed last week by 
Governor Earl Warren, as the 
greatest legislative victory for 
California’s sportsmen in recent 
years. 

The measure establishes a new 
State Department of Fish and 
Game to be headed by a director 
to be named by the governor. Tt} 
reduces the present State Fish and | 
Game commission to a mere policy- 
making body and places the ad- 
ministration of the state’s fish 
and game affairs in the hands of 
the new director. 

“The signing of this bill repre- 
sents the culmination of years of
